The robols 
same down in large nambers to await, it is said, 
the retnrnof theiremissariea from Bangkok, who 
had becnsent with tributeand prosontstothe King, 
bat throughsome stupidity orother of the Gover- 
nor two of thoir hoad mon wore arrested atdtaken * 
to the Palace.’ Whilst these wore boing intorro- 
mated their friouds outside became so’turbnlont *
